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What is claimed is: 

1 . A compound of formula I 




in which 

R 1 represents a hydrogen or a methyl ^roup; 

R 2 represents a hydrogen atom or an opttyially substituted alkyl, alkenyl, alkynyl, 
alkadienyl or phenyl group; 
Hal represents a halogen atom; and 

L 1 through L 5 each independently represent an iWdrogen or halogen atom or an 
alkyl, alkoxy or nitro group, provided that at least <\e of L 1 through L 5 represents a 
nitro or alkoxy group. 



2. /v^ompound according to Claim 1 in which at least one of L 1 and L 5 
represents a halogen atom. 

3. A compound abortin g to Claim 1 in which R 2 represents a hydrogen 
or a C^q alkyl group. 



4. A compound according to GJaim 1 in which at least one of R 1 and R 2 
represents a hydrogen atom.
